INAUGURAL MARY GRANT BRUCE 
AWARD 


The Inaugural Mary Grant Bruce Short Story 
Award for children’s literature was won by Mrs 
Sheila McCarthy of Valencia Creek, near Maf- 
fra. The award was initiated by Sale City Coun- 
cil as a memorial to Mary Grant Bruce who was 
born in Sale in 1878. It is administered by the 
Victorian Fellowship of Australian Writers. The 
inaugural award carried a first prize of $500 
and was open to all states. The winning entry 
was titled The Flood at Spaniard’s Creek. 
Stories had to be aimed at the 10-15 age group 
with a maximum length of 5000 words. 

A prize of $200 for the best story by a 
Gippsland writer was won by Mr Garry Hurle of 
Calulu, near Bairnsdale. 

Sheila McCarthy studied Children’s Lite- 
rature at the Gippsland CAE in 1981 under the 
guidance of Miss Kay Frost, Senior lecturer in 
Education, and is this year continuing as an ex- 
ternal student working towards a Bachelor of 
Arts degree. 


The awards were announced simultaneously 
in Melbourne and Sale on 2nd April, 1982.
